The statue will represent a figure of Jus.
tice, with mcales and sword. and will be 10
feet 1 inch in height, including the small
pedestal. It will mnde of thin copper
slates, inclosing an iron framework just like
hie big statue on Bodloe's Island, It will bo
painted white, however, in imitstion of
warble, in order to make it mateh the trim.-
miugs of the Uity Hall. The statue is only
an architectural ﬂrnra and is not intended to
bear close inspection us o work of art, At the
boeight st which it will stand it will be necos.
sary for the lines to be bold and rugged in
order that they may be brought out strongly,
but st tho sume time the outlines will be ar-
tstio in detail.

It was decided to make the ﬂim‘o of metal,
becanpe it wonld be o much lighter, This
is nn important considerstion when it is re-
membeored that the dome of the City Hall is
hardly able to support a very heavy weight
upon ith summit, Since the old statue was
removed, however, n fruut deal of ru{nirlng
hne boen done about the dome, aud it Las
been braced and strengthennd in various
ways, One improvement will be the re.
